Instantly the 
fishermen saw a large dark body com- 
ing toward the surface, pursuing the 
school of hake. 


Determined to Capture It Alive

Serveral times 
the shark dodged, and twice they land- 
ed the noose over the snout, but each 
time it succeeded in slipping it hack 
over its nose and making its escape.

Tho municipal council held a special 


meeting last evening. The mayor call- 
ed the meeting for the purpose of giv- 
ing the city solicitor further instruc- 
tions as to the presentation 
of 
the 


city's position in the matter of the re- 
quest of the Lowell & Nashua rail- 
road for more yard room In Middlesex 
village at the hearing In Boston before 
the public service commission today. 


There was a hearing on the matter 


before the city council several 
days 
ago. The plan presented at that time 
by counsel for the railroad contem- 
plated the closing of Old Ferry road 
and it is at this point that the shoe 
pinches. It is admitted on both sides 
that the question as to whether Old 
Ferry road is a public way Is a de- 
batable one. The mayor stated today 
the city's chief Interest in the matter 
is to have the road remain open, not 
only to tho railroad tracks, but to the 
river for there is a. possibility, he says, 
that at some time a bridge may be 
built across the river beginning at the 
foot of the road In question. 


eeping Frait Clean 
JIayor O'Donnell stated today that the 
board of health Inspectors 
had 
in- 
spected the alleys throughout the city 
and report them In fairly good con- 
dition. They found some dirty alleys, 
but in most cases only the amount of 
paper could be complained of- ' Every 
alley had its supply of paper and an 
effort will be made to correct 
this 
rather minor evil. The board of health 
however, will continue its activity and 
will do all in its power to keep the 
city clean. The mayor has also called

Thomas Bond, aged 25 years and 


residing at 67 KInnard

drowned while bathing In tho Concord 
river in South Billerlca shortly before 
noon today. His body was recovered 
a short time later by campers who 
were attracted to the scene by his 
cries. Their efforts to resuscitate him 
were fruitless, however.

fore noon .he took a boat saying that 
he was going to have a 
swim. Ho 


rowed the hoat a little distance from 
the shore and dove into the water. 
Evidently he was seized with a cramp

shore saw the bubbles in tho water 
and the unoccupied boat. 
Several young men started to swim to 


the spot where Bond disappeared and 
after about 20 minutes succeeded in 
bringing the body to the shore. Dr. 
Whlton ot Bedford was summoned and 
in the meantime the men who had res- 
cued the body tried to bring back life 
but upon the arrival of the physician 
he pronounced the man dead. 


Ono of the campers in the vicinity

tempt to save the man's life and Supt. 
Welch and Sergt. David Petrie made 
all haste to the scene but Just before 
reaching there they were met by Dr.

Prince von Wedel, 'president 
of the committee, is known as a friend 
and confidant of the kaiser. The al- 
lies seem more determined than ever 
to fight until Germany is crushed, but 
before the final defeat of either side 
It is probable that there will be a set- 
tlement that will strip Germany of

finding that Mrs. liacnel A. McKnlght 
of Lowell is entitled to receive the 
sum of {1000 from the Globe indemnity 
company, in weekly payments of ?S.53 
"1-3 each, was made by the industrial 
accident board yesterday. 


The finding was handed down in the 


action brought by Mrs. McKnlght to 
recover, under the terms of the work- 
men's compensation act, for the death 
'of her sou Fauntley, who while em- 


ployed by the Thompson Hardware 
company was killed by a railroad 


/train January 22 last. 
4 The insurance company contended, 
(first, 
that 
the 
death 
was not one 


-for which 
compensation 
.should 
be 


.paid, alleging thai it did not arise out 
-of and in: the course of the victim's 
employment; and 
second, 
that 
the 


mother was only partially dependent. 


In its finding, the board states that 


the victim, wiio was employed as it 
"chauffeur, was returning from the de- 
livery of certain merchandise entrust- 
ed to him to deliver, and that he was 
therefore following his regular em- 
ployment. 
On the second contention. 


:thc board finds that the mother was 
;only partially dependent, but the de- 
gree, of dependency was'such :is -to 
'entitle her to the compensation men- 
.tioned. 
Frank J. .Donahue, chairman of the 


ar-Mdent board, acted as chairman of 
Ine arbitration committee which passed 
.on the case; Thomas G. Kobbins repre- 
.sented the mother, and the Insurance 
'company was represented by Dennis J. 
Murphy. . 
Kichard B. Walsh was at- 


torney for Mrs. McKnlght,' and James 
T. Connolly looked after the legal in- 
terests of the- Insurance company. 


.Can't Operate Automobile 
"• The Massachusetts-highway commis-. 
siohcrs yesterday ordered Joseph P. 
Meaney of Pollard street, Ivorth Bll- 
•lerlca, to refrain from operating any 
automobile in this slate for a. period 
of six months. 
- Meaney was driving his car along 
•Talbot avenue in North Billerica on 
:ilav 21 last when lie ran over and 
killed Miss Margaret V. Twomey, his 
, next-door neighbor. 
It appeared; in 


'evidence that he has had no license to 
operate since July 7, 1315, and that he 
,was driving his car at the time with- 
uut a licensed person in it, as la re- 
Quired by law. 


His story of the accident was that 


he v>as driving along at about'20 
miles an hour, and when fully 300 
feet away he saw Miss Twomey and 
Florence Mahoney standing 
on 
the 


"sidewalk, on his left. 
As lie • came, 


nearer he recognized the girls, and 
motioned to them to cross the street, 
sldulng up in order to give them the 
right: of way. 
' 
He said the girls got about half way 


across, when Miss Mahoney suddenly 
pulled away from Miss Twomey and 
darted bai.k to the sidewalk. 
Miss 


Twomey 
appeared 
confused, 
and 


finally she also started back; Meaney 
said he threw Ms wheel sharp to the 
'right, but his left mudguard struck 
',the girl, whirled her around and she 
finally fell, the wheel going over her. 
' Meaney swore that he had slowed 
down to six or seven miles an hour, 
"and that he went only seven to ten 
feet, after striking the girl. 
. , 


The commission had before it, how- 


ever, the statements of two eye wit- 
nesses,.who declared that the girl was 
dragged a distance 
of 
forty 
feet. 


"One of these witnesses said he did not 
hear the horn blown, while the other 
-said it was sounded. 
Meaney said 


.'he. blew, it twice. 
• Ho said he did not believe that the 
girl was dragged at all, nut when 
told .that measurements showed that 
the car went nearly sixty-five feet be- 
fore stopping, after hitting the girl, he 
"caii.she might have been dragged, as 
she was not more than fifteen feet 
Vehind the car when ho got out. 


Meaney told the commission that the 


accident was due wholly to the fact 
that he was acquainted with Miss 
Twomey, had he been a stranger, he 


said, she would undoubtedly have re- 
mained on the sidewalk and waited for 
his car to get by. 
Asked why he did 


not turn to the left when lie saw the 


rls start across the street, and In- 


dicate to them that he intended pass- 
ing behind them, he replied that lie 
once came very near killing a child 
by doing that very thing, and he then 
made up his mind that the next time 
he would not be put In the position, 
as he then was, of literally pursuing 
a person across a street. 


Chairman Sohier stated that he was 


impressed with Meaney's story, 
but 


announced that inasmuch as Meaney 
had not brought his car to such a 
speed that he could escape the girls, 
no matter- what course they might 
take, he could not conscientiously find 
that the accident happened 
without 


fault on Meaney's part; incidentally, he 
said, the case ought to furnish to mo- 
torists further evidence that the brake,' 
rather than the steering wheel, is the 
most emcient part of an automobile 
for avoiding accidents. 


Cuddelord'jt Licence Ilevoked 


The commission also announced to- 


day the revocation of the operator's 
license of- Walter N. Cuddeford of Low- 
ell, who was convicted last Wednesday, 
in the Lowell court, on a charge of 
operating an automobile while under 
the influence of intoxicating liquor.

Atwood—Girl Died of Poison

CITY HALL. 


BOSTON, July 20.—Temporary in- 


sanity will be the defense of Dr. El- 
dreiige Atwood when he Is brought to 
-rial for the shooting of Dr. Wilfred 
B. Harris unless present 
plans are 


changed, it was Intimated today. A 
predisposition to 
insanity' probably 


will be established It this fa possible. 


Atwood conferred with counsel for 


.he first tim'6 since his arrest when 
he was visited this mornine by Attor- 
ney Edward Kenney. Later the law- 
yer said: 


"There is no doubt that the young 


man was deranged for the time being 
when he shot Dr. Harris. 
Krom my 


:alk with him and understanding of 
:he case, f am satisfied on this i/olnl, 
ihough I am not prepared to say at 
:his time what the'defense will be. It 
seems clear that there has been In- 
sanity In the family. An uncle of my 
client is said to have been under re- 
straint at one time and later to have 
been found dead, apparently a sui- 
cide." 


Attorney Kenney denied some state- 


ments attributed to Atwood. 
"As f 


understand it," he said, "my client has 
said only that Dr. Harris had an in- 
fluence over Miss Adams, that pre- 
vented her marriage to Atwood. 
So 


far as I know he has made no claim 
that the. young woman was in a state 
cf health that was a bar to their 
union." 


Medical Examiner George Burgess 


Magrath said 
today that no signifi- 
cance other than appeared on its face 
was to be attached to his statement of 
last night, that it was not apparent 
from any facts then in hla possession 
"when, where and under what circum- 
stances" the poison that killed Dr. 
Adams was received. 


"I was looking for the- cause of 


death," he safd. "and found It to be 
poison. When the examination of the 
stomach is completed we will know 
the particular poison used. That is as 
far as I could go with the evidence at 
hand. And I tried ta make that plain 
in my statement. I did not intend to 
intimate that the girl might have been 
murdered, or to draw any conclusion 
whatever as to whether the drug was 
self-administered or otherwise. 


"In view, however, of the fact that 
it may have a bearing on the motive 
of suicide, if suicide it'was, I will 
say that my examination did not re- 
veal a physical condition that might 
be expected to result in low spirits 
and a consequent tendency to self-de- 
struction." 


Dr. Harris, who was believed to 
have been mortally wounded, is mak- 
ing* a remarkable resistance to the 
effect of the three bullets that entered 
his body and the shock of tho experi- 
ence, and it was said at the hospital 
this afternoon that while he was still 
considered to be in a dangerous state 
he was unquestionably Improved since 
last night and hope of his recover J 
has been revived. 


FUNERAfc OF MISS ADAMS 


BOSTON, July 20.—Hospital physi- 


cians attending Dr. Wilfred E. Harris 
president of the Massachusetts College 
of Osteopathy, said today that he had 
a "fighting chance" ' to recover from 
the three bullet wounds inflicted Tuts 
day by Dr. BldridBe D. Atwood, also 
an osteopath. The physicians reportec 
that Dr. Harris passed a "fairly com 
fortablc night" and that he probabl} 
would live unless peritonitis or other 
complications developed. 


While the physicians were exerU'ng 


every effort to save the life of the ya 
tient, the police were endeavoring to 
clear up the mystery surrounding the 
death by poisoning of Dr. Celia Adam:- 
Dr. Atwood's financee, which occurret 
a few hours before the shooting of Dr 
Harris. . The autopsy failed to revea 
"when, where and under-what circum 
stances this poison was received." 


Dr. Atwood told the police he lef 


Miss Adams at the Park strett subwaj 
station about 11 o'clock Monday nigh 
and that he first learned the 
nex 


morning tha-t her father had found he 
| unconscious In her oflice. It was sak 
today by the police that she regalnei 
consciousness for a moment and mad.

Industrial Accident Board Allows 


Lowell Woman $4000—Billeri.ca 
Man Can't Run Automobile

- STATE HOUSE, Boston, July 20.—A 
finding that Mrs., Racncl A. McKnight 
of Lowell • is entitled to receive tha 
sum of $4000 from the Globe Indemnity 
company, in weekly payments of JS.53 
•1-3 each, was made by the industrial 
accident board yesterday. 


The finding was handed down In the 


action brought by Mrs. McKnight to 
recover, under the terms of the work- 
men's compensation act, for the death 
of her sou Fauntley, who while em- 
ployed by the Thompson Hardware 
'company was killed by a railroad 


• ;frain January 22 last. 
The Insurance company contended, 


. first, that the death 
was not one 
lor which 
compensation 
should be 


paid, alleging that it did not arise out 
, of and In-the course of the victim's 
employment; and 
second, 
that 
tho 
mother.was only partially dependent. 
•' In its finding, the. board states that 
the victim, who was employed as a 
chauffeur, was returning from the de- 
livery of certain merchandise entrust- 
ed to him to deliver, and that he was 
therefore following his regular em- 
ployment. 
On the second contention, 


the board finds that the mother was 
only partially dependent, but the de- 
gree of dependency was such as to 
entitle her to the compensation men- 
tioned. 
Frank J. Donahue, chairman of the 


accident board, acted as chairman of 
the'arbitration committee which passed 
on the case; Thomas G. Rottiins repre- 
sented the mother, and the insurance 
c'ompaiiy was represented by Dennis J. 
Murphy. 
Richard B. Walsh was at 


torney for Mrs. McKnight. and Janies 
T. Connolly looked after the legal in- 
ferests of the insurance company. 
Cnn't Operate Automobile 
' The Massachusetts highway commis- 
sioners yesterday ordered Joseph P. 
Meaney of Pollard street, North Bil- 
lerlca, to. refrain from operating any 
automobile in this state for a period 
of six months. 


Meanoy was driving his car along 


Talbot avenue in North Billerica. 
May 21 last when he ran over and 
Silled Miss Margaret V. Twomey, his 
Ylext-door neighbor. 
It appeared in 


evidence that he has had no license to 
operate since July 7, 1315^ and that'he 
was driving his car at the time with- 


f out a licensed person in it. as Is re- 


quired, by law. 
His 'story of the accident was tha 


he was driving along at about 2" 
miles an hour, and when fully 30 
feet away he saw Miss Twomey and 
'Florence Mahoney standing 
on 
th 


sidewalk, oh Ms left. 
As he came 


nearer he recognized the girls, am 
motioned to them to cross the street 
Blowing lip in order to give them the 
right of way. 
He said the girls got about half wa> 


across, when Miss Mahoney suddenly 
pulled away from Miss Twomey 
and 


darted back to the sidewalk.

Twomey 
appeared 
confused,

finally she also started back; Meane>

Meaney told the commission that the 


accident was due wholly to the fact 
that he was acquainted, with Miss 
•Twomey; had he been a stranger., he 


said, she would undoubtedly have re- 


gained on the sidewalk and waited for 
is car to get by. 
Asked why he did 


ot turn to the left- when he saw tho 
iris start across the street, and in- 
icate to them that he intended pass- 
ng behind them, he replied that he 
nee came very near killine a child

BOSTON, July 20,—Temporary In- 


sanity will be the defense of Dr. El- 
dredge Atwood when he Is brought- to 
trial for the shooting of Dr. Wilfred 
E. Harris unless present 
plans are 


changed, It was Intimated today. 
A 


predisposition to 
Insanity 
probably 


will be established it this Is possible. 


Atwood conferred with counsel for 


the first time since his arrest when 
he was visited this morning by Attor- 
ney Edward Kenney. Later the law- 
yer' said; 


"There IB no doubt that the young 


man was deranged for the time being 
when he shot Dr. Harris. 
From my 


talk with him and understanding of 
the case, I am satisfied oh this point, 
though I am not prepared to say .at 
this time what the defense will be. It 
seems clear that' there has been in- 
sanity In the family. An uncle of my 
client Is said to havo been under re- 
straint at one time and later to have 
been found dead, apparently a. sui- 
cide." 


Attorney Kenney'denied some state- 


ments attributed to Atwood. 
"As I 


understand it," he said, "my client has 
said only that Dr. Harris had an in- 
fluence over Miss- Adams 'that pre- 
vented her marriage to Atwood. So 
far as I know he has made no claim 
that the young woman was in a state 
of health that was a bar to their 
union." 


Medical Examiner George Burgess 


Magrath said 
today, that no signifi- 
cance other than'appeared on its face 
was to be. attached to his statement;of 
last night, that it was not apparent 
from any facts then in his possession 
"when, where and tinder xvhat circum- 
stances" the poison -that killed Dr. 
Adams was received. 


was looking- for the cause of 


death," he said, "and found It .to be 
poison. When the examination of the 
stomach is completed we will know 
the particular poison used. That Is as 
far as I could go with the evidence at 
hand. And I tried to make that plain 
In my statement. 
I did not intend to 


intimate that 'the girl might have been 
murdered, or to draw any conclusion 
whatever as to whether the drug was 
self-administered or otherwise. 


"In • view, however, of tho fact that 


It may have a bearing on the motive 
of sutcide. If suicide It was, T will 
say that my examination did not rc- 
veal a physical condition that might 
be .expected to result in low spirits 
and a consequent tendency to self-de- 
struction." 


Dr. Harris, who was believed to 


have been mortally wounded, is mak- 
ing a remarkable resistance to the 
effect of the three bullets that entered 
his body and the. shock of the experi- 
ence, and it was said at the hospital 
this afternoon that-while he was still 
considered to be in a dangerous state, 
he was unquestionably improved since 
last night and hope of his recovery 
has been revived.
